The legislation of our municipal 
authorities should be at all times for 
the benefit of all citizens and prop­ 
erty owners, and not for the entire 
!,tnefit of speculators and investors, 
because It is the families that live in 
ur midst, that earn their money and 

spend it here for their daily wants  
i hey are our nearest neighbors, and 
therefore need our consideration.

Torrance has five thousand inhab­ 
itants, a nominal city, and our mu­ 
nicipal expenses should be nominal 
also. Our bond issues should be nom­ 
inal as well, and herein will lie the 
great success of Torrance. If we 
proceed carefully and cautiously Tor­ 
rance will be a wonderful place to 
live in, in the future; but if we keep 
on and vote bonds and get Into debt 
knee-deep and neck-high, then Tor- 
lance will grow very slowly. People
will live outside of Torrance and work 
in Torrance. Just as they do now.
Trainloads of workingmen will go in
and out of Torrance every day, and
the profits that the speculator or the 
investor has made by the special
legislation of the municipal authorities
will absolutely tie of no benefit to
Torrance, or to the people that are
making their home here. 

The large bond issues will only be
a millstone around the neck of the
people, and of no value to them in
particular. 

I have given the most important
details of the situation, as it appears
to me as a citizen, property owner
and voter, and also as a candidate for
the office of city trustee; and as
every municipal city must have a
governing body, which Is t£e very
background or foundation of Its suc­ 
cess or failure, I want to say that
out of the aforesaid my policy or
platform can be easily seen. 

In other words, I believe in strict
and practical economy in all public
